Hou. Roswell G. Horr entertained 
and in struct ed several thousand people 
at the Fifth street rink lust Saturday 
evening, and never did ho talk nicer or 
appear to better advantage, when it is 
remembered that he labored andor many 
disadvantages. 
Early in the evening the first voters 
began to assemble at Republican head­ 
quarters. The unusual stir of the day,the 
decorations, and the enthusiasm with 
which the prospect of glorious victory 
seemed to fill the public, all served to 
crowd the streets. The first sound of 
music brought several hundred people to 
the scene, and when the young men 
started on their march through the 
city the streets were lined with people 
to see them go by. They present'd a 
splendid appearance as they marched, 
and were constantly answering the 
cheers of their friends and smiles of the 
ladies with bows and lifting of hats. 
After covering the principal streets of 
the city they marched to the Thompson 
Hou*e, where Mr. Horr and a committee 
of hading Republicans were awaiting 
their ooming. 
Mr. Horr was driven to 
the rink iii a carriage, and when he 
entered the spacious building, was met 
bv a scene seldom witnessed outside of 
East Liverpool. 
For several hoars the people had been 
gathering.

from the audience, were present by the 
score. The galleries were filled, and 
many occupied seats in the auditorium. 
A great crowd filled the seats, and was 
ranged along the walls, while many 
who oould not find chairs occupied com­ 
manding positions, and stood daring the 
time Mr. Horr talked. The platform 
was neatly d**corated, and streamers of 
bunting were stretched about the gal­ 
leries. 
When Mr. Horr was seen making his 
war down the right aisle toward the 
platform he was espied by hundreds, and 
the crowd broke forth. The cheers were 
loud aud made up a hearty welcome 
which the old gentleman thoroughly ap­ 
preciated. Once on the platform he 
placed his tall hat under the table, 
dropped his muffler into the hat, and 
smiled upon his applauding friends. 
The band played a stirring air while the 
First Voters marched into the rink, and 
when silence had been secured, D. F 
Nellis asked for order, and W. V. Blake 
called the vice presidents to the plat­ 
form. Doctor Marshall was introduced 
as chairman of the meeting, and after 
reading a request for all horsemen to 
join the procession on Monday evening 
aud the last call to the old voters, said : 
Lamer and Gentlemen—The honor 
of presiding over this vast assembly is 
appreciated. A stranger might well ask 
why you are here. 
There are not many

speech was in the main n rejoinder to 
the reply of Governor Altg»ld's reply 
to Mr. Bch lira's retent speech in Chi­ 
cago. He said In part: 
I deny e phattcally that the demon­ 
etization of silver Iii tho United States 
by the act of 1873 has I wen the cause 
either of the hard times or of the low 
prices, and I deny with equal emphasis 
that the free coinage of silver In the 
United Htates alone, without waiting 
for the aid or consent of any other na­ 
tion, would be Hie remedy. 
I assert 
that. In point of fact, the act of 1873, 
paraded by the silver men us a great 
crime, has not diminished the volume 
of curency, has not made the remain­ 
ing dollar a 200-cent dolar at all, and 
has not in that way depressed prices 
"My reason for this assertion is sim­ 
ple and conclusive. If prices had been 
depressed by a sweeping change In the 
purchasing power of the money of our 
country, that change would necessarily 
have operated upon all things equally. 
But did it? Do we not all know tlrnt 
the prices of some things among them 
some agricultural products—substan­ 
tially maintained themselves for seve­ 
ral years after the act of 1873. which Is 
said to have demonetized silver, while 
others went down a little, and still oth­ 
ers went down considerably. 
Now, lf 
the dollar had become a 200-cent dollar 
by the act of 1873, it must have been 
the same 200-cent dollar for wheat as 
well as hardware, and for corn aa well 
aa hoes, and for oats &b well as beer 
and for potatoes as well as cigars. 
It 
could not be a 200-cent dollar for one 
thing and at the same time a 150-cent 
or 125-cent dollar for another. Now, if 
all prices were not equally affected, as 
everybody knows they were not, their 
decline can not have been caused by a 
sudden and great change In the pur­ 
chasing power of the money 
of the 
country. Nothing could be clearer. 
“What, then, Is the reason for tho 
decline of the prices of so many prod­ 
ucts of agriculture, as well as of indus­ 
try? It is simply that those products 
are produced far cheaper and in far 
greater quantities than before. In oth­ 
er words, that the genius of invention 
the progressive civilization of our age, 
hts devised new machinery, facilitated 
and cheapened transportation, ellmi- I 
nated the element of time and alm ost' 
the element of cost, the transm is-1 
Bion of intelligence, and thus conferred 
upon mankind the Inestimable benefit 
of producing a greater 
quantity of 
those things which constitute the nec­ 
essaries of life and contribute to hu­ 
man comfort and enjoyment, and of 
making them more attainable to the 
great mass of humanity by making 
them more abundant and cheaper." 
The last point made by Mr. Hchuri 
was in reference to the quotation Gov­ 
ernor Altgeld had made from speeches 
and messages of Lincoln to support his 
views of the money question, Mr. 
Schurz saying in conclusion: 
“Abraham Lincoln and Bryan! Abra 
bam Lincoln and Altgeld! To associate 
these namea together as allies on a 
common cause—aye, to pronounce them 
together In the same breath—is not on­ 
ly a fraud, it Is a sacrilege. 
“As an old friend of Abraham LIU 
coin, who sat at his feet receiving hit 
teachings of Justice, freedom and hu­ 
manity. and who was with him many a 
day in his struggles for the rights of 
man, for national government and for 
the b ro th ered of all the American pen 
pie, I solemnly protest against this out­ 
rage. I call upon the people of Illinois 
to resent and repeal it. They are the cus­ 
todians of Abraham Lincoln's grave. 
Let them prove themselves the worthy 
custodians of his historic character 
and fame by burying the repudiators 
aud lncitei s of class haired who dare 
to claim him as their own, under a 1
